cause me to regret most sincerely that I can-

But, 
whfie they have abundant reasdn for re- 
joicing, and can view with the greatest sat- 
isfaction the support they have given the 
cause of sound money in the'coritest lately 
Waged against it, I earnestly hope that in 
this time of congratulation it will be re- 
membered that constant vigilance and con- 
tinued effort are required to even maintain 
present conditions, but that absolute safety 
| will be secured only when our financial sys- 
tem is protected by affirmative and ‘thor- 
ough reforms. 

“When our business-men are habitually

Postmaster-General Wilson. 

Postmaster-General Wilson sald in part: 
* We have just had a test of the capacity 
of universal suffrage to deal with the ques- 
tion so confessedly difficult that in other 
countries it is committed to trained experts 
and specially educated statesmen. 

'* ‘That the result has been a triumph for 
national integrity is a cause for thanks- 
giving; that the resiilt has been achieved 
by @ partial and temporary dissolution of 
party ties and the hearty concert of forces 
irreconcilably antagonistic on other policies 

‘for..« ed patriotism and 
Apftier pride in American citizenship. To 
Wake forever safe the fruits of sucha victory 
is now the duty and responsibility of those 
to whom the initiative and power have come 
with a verdict of the late-election. 

“It would be as untrue as it would be 
irrational to suppose that all the millions of 
American voters who were massed hehind 
the flag of free silver were conscious advo- 
cates of repudiation and} disaster or were 
less patriotic than the mass of their coun- 
trymen. 

“If we are to escape in the future the cries 
we have heard in this campaign of the power 
of plutocracy, of the classes and the masses, 
of the antagonism between capital and Ja- 
bor, and of the gulf between therich and the 
poor, all wrongs or abuses that can breed 
and foster such ideas must be patiently and 
honestly obliterated.”’

FRED SANKEY SHOT AFTER SINGING. 


Criticism of His Delivery of Topical 
and Religious Songs Leads to His 
Woeounding by a Stranger. 


‘Because his delivery of topical and re- 
ligious songs did not please four men Fred 
Sankey, No. 698 West Superior street, was 
shot and seriously wounded at Lincoln and 
Superior streets last night. With Sankey 
were his brother Robert, Patrick Fiémming, 
and Herbert Shea. Criticism of the music 
led to blows and one of the assaliling crowd 
drew a revolver and shot twice, one bullet 
striking Sankey. He was removed to St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital, where the doctors said 
his injury—a wound the

APPLAUSE FOR MORITZ ROSENTHAL. 


Audience at Carnegie Hall Becomes 
Wild with Delight. 


New York, Nov. 17.—{Special.}—Moritz 
Rosenthal submitted himself to the search- 
ing test of a recital at Carnegie Hall this 
afternoon. The bulk of the audiente was 
composed of sane persons, loving music for 
its own sake and estimating the musician 
for his art capabilities. They applauded 
with discrimination—mildly when the 
Pianist’s work had merely a positive value; 
vigorously when he exhibited either a stu- 
pendous command of the physics of his art 
or the power to interpret the sentiment of 
his musical task. 

Rosenthal is certainly the most wonderful 
of living pianists. His technical faculty is 
simply beyond intelligible description. He 
is amazing in the rapidity with which he 
executes the most difficult passage for which 
the keyboard of the modern piano is con- 
structed. 

On today’s program were pieces which 
served as mediums for the display of his ex- 
quisite scales—smooth, perfectly even, and 
Symmetrical of octaves,the certaintg’ of which 
was so marvelous it seemed mechanical—of 
his runs in thirds and double thirds, of his 
accurate chords. 

Beethoven’s *‘Sonata Appassionata”’ tested 
Rosenthal’s interpretative ability. The 
first movement was exquisitely played; pure 
in tone, dignified, and symmetrical. A Chopin 
waltz furnished the crucial test, that of 
poetical suggestion, lyrical expression, and 
idealism. He played with great softness, 
with a velvety touch, with a singing tone 
which was entrancing. 

Liszt’s overture from “‘ William Tell was 
the final number, and the mastery of its ren- 
dition so enraptured his hearers that Rosen- 
thal was recalled again and again, and was 
finally obliged to play an encore which most 
of the audience heard standing, crowding 
as closely as possible to the stage. 


THOSE LOVELY CHERRIES FROM 10WA. 


Something About the Young Women 
Who Have Created the Latest Ti «- 
atrical. Sensation in Gotham. 


Knoxville, da., Nov. 17.—({Special.}—The 
Cherry sisters, who were “‘ guyed”’ so un- 
mercifully upon their appearance at the 
Olympia Theater, New York, on Monday 
evening, are country girls who reside near 
Marion, Linn County, Ia. 

For several years they have given enter. 
tainments in Iowa towns, almost invariably 
to packed houses of the roughest class of 
auditors. The egotism of the young women 
in overestimating their dramatic and music- 
al ability has always afforded their audi- 
ences the most unbounded and disorderly 
amusement. On more than one occasion the 
sisters have rushed out upon the stage with 
target rifles to quell the disturbance. 

They have been *‘ roasted ”’ so often by the 
newspapers that they have a hostile feeling 
toward the press, which on a few occasions 
is said to have led to unpleasantness. They 
also have considerable literary ambition, and 
last spring talked of starting a newspaper 
to “‘set them right before the public.” 

From a business standpoint they have 
been successful, having accumulated some 
money from the’ crowds who attend to ridi- 
cule and deride their eflorts. 

New York Sun: Several months ago the 
Sun printed an account of the Cherry sisters 
of Iowa. The Cherries, as they are known 
out on their native heath, are five in number. 
They were raised on a farm near Cedar 
Rapids, Ia. They concluded to go upon the 
stage all by themselves and carve out name 
and fortune. . 

The effete East cannot imagine anything 
like the entertainment these girls gave, nor 
conjure up a picture of them as they ap- 
peared at first. They rarely gave even half 
of their printed program, as they are gen- 
erally howled down by uproarious audiences. 

They have been treated to vegetable 
bouquets until they were reported as having 
put up a wire screen in front of the stage. 
They have had wash boilers thrown from 
the top gallery to the stage; a fire exting- 
uisher was turned on them; they have even 
come to hand-to-hand encounters with their 
audience, for one of the girls, Addie, is 
hot tempered and a fighter. In short, they 
are unique, for in spite of all this extra- 
ordinary tale, the girls are good, honest, 
well-meaning, and full of pluck.

The foregoing surnmmary closes an ex- 
haustive report giving every detail of the 
progress of fortification, the examination of 
innumerable devices of attack and defense, 
the testing.of guns and gun carriages, pow- 
ders, arms, mortars, armor, etc. A long list 
is given of devices which have been exam- 
ined and not approved, and a smaller list 
of those approved or under consideration. 

The report contains a letter from Secre- 
tary Lamont in which he points out that the 
board was created at a time when Congress 
was taking the first step in the execution 
of a project that involved an ultimate ex- 
penditure of more than $100,000,000, the pur- 
pose being to have a body of experts to pass 
on the advancing stages of armament. Re- 
cent years, the Secretary writes, had wit- 
nessed a rapid evolution in war material. 
Foreign nations had armed and rearmed 
at short intervals. Costly material had 
been manufactured, much of it to be thrown 
away as defective or because outclassed by 
superior inventions on the part of a possible 
enemy. Mr. Lamont suggested that the work 
would be expedited if the board established 
certain definite “‘ types ’’ of implements and 
engines of war. In answer to this the board 
specifies the implements and engines of war 
for which satisfactory types have been de- 
termined. 


THINKS VENEZUELA WILL PROFIT... 


Counsel Scruggs Views the Arbitration 
Agreement Optimistically. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—Ex-Minister 
Scruggs, who is acting as counsel for the 
Venezuela Government, called at the White 
House today, but owing to the Cabinet meet- 
ing did not see the President. 2 

Mr. Scruggs says the effect of the clause 
making fifty years essential to constitute 
** settled districts ’’ in the Venezuela bound- 
ary dispute will be to give Venezuela the 
entire Barima gold country, which is the 
most valuable tract in Venezuela, and also 
the entire Orinoco River country, including 
the waterway itself, the banks, the mouth,, 
and the islands of the mouth. 

The British have a coaling station and 
rendezvous on one of these islands, but Mr. 
Scruggs says thé British occupancy began 
in 1886 and cannot possibly come within the 
fifty-year term of the settlement. In his 
opinion the evidence will narrow the British 
fifty-year occupancy to the small strip of 
land, triangular in form, between the Cuy- 
uni and Pomeron Rivers. This is far to the 


east and south of the valuable Orinoco and 


Barima country, which constitutes the great 
issue. at stake. 


MR. PECK LIKELY TO RECOVER. 


Surgeons Believe They Can Restore 
His Injured Hand to Soundness. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—{Special.]— 
George R. Peck rested easily today in spite 
of his serious accident and the report of the 
physician tonight was even more favorable

New York World, Nov. 16: The Presiden- 
tial campaign just closed cost the Repub- 
lican and Democratic National committees 
alone more than $2,500,000. Chairman Hanna 
had at his command over .$1,400,000. The 
Democratic National committee fund was 
nearly as large. The five silver-producing 
States and the mine-owners raised three- 
fourths of all the money Chairman Jones 
spent. : 

For the first time in twenty years the Re- 
publican National committee completed its 
work, paid all its debts, and had a surplus. 

Money flowed into the Republican coffers 
from the East. The West gave little or noth- 
ing, except to its State organizations. Chi- 
cago’ bankers devoted most of their spare 
funds to their State machine, which had 
troubles of its“‘own in its fight with Altgeld. 
The moneyed men of St. Louis were a source 
of grave disappointment to the National 
committee, owing to their small contribu- 
tions.

Within the last week about all the ac- 
counts of the National committee have been 
settled, and Treasurer Cornelius N. Bliss 
finds himself in possession of a surplus. 

This was a somewhat different experience 
than Mr. Bliss had in 1892, when the National 
committee closed up its Fifth avenue head- 
quarters the Saturday after the election a 
little above $67,000 short. Of this sum Mr. 
Bliss had to pay nearly $50,000.and carry the 
account over until this year. . 

It is hard to find out just how much money 
Messrs. Hanna and Bliss have on hand. 
Neither will tell,; but Mr. Bliss dented a 
couple of days ago that it was about $100,000. 
A well-known Republican leader, who has 
been close to the National committee during 
the campaign, told a World reporter yester- 
day that the balance on hand after all ex- 
penses were paid would be between $75,000 
and $90,000. 

This will be used to carry on the perma- 
nent organization and to prepare for the 
battle of 1900. 

‘‘No National committee,”’ he said, “ ever 
had such enermous financial resources at its 
disposal, and never before has there been 
so much money spent in legitimate cam- 
paigning in the way of speakers, campaign 
literature, etc.” . 

The dissemination of literature was the 
heaviest item of expense. This was practi- 
cally all done through the Chicago bureau, 
presided over by Perry Heath. 

Through this bureau there were sent out 
in one of the biggest weeks of the campaign 
30,000,000 documents by mail, each piece cov- 
ered with a two-cent stamp. This meant an 
expenditure of $600,000 for postage alone. 

These are large figures, but they are not 
worrying some Republicans nearly as much 
as the question of what will become of the 
balance on hand in the National committee 
coffers. 

If reports are true there was a National 
committee which solved a similar problem 
not a great many years ago by dividing up 


some $40,000 among the headquarters lead- 


ers the day before election, and that was 
why the committee had to carry a small debt 
for four years more. 

There is no chance of that happening this 
time. Mr. Hanna saw to it from the start 
that every dollar received went to Mr. Bliss, 
and that official adopted a plan of bookkeep- 
ing by which not a dollar could be drawn 
out except with the knowledge and consent 
of Chairman Hanna, Secretary Osborne, and 
the Treasurer. No bankftig house or mer- 
cantile business was done on closer business 
principles than Mr. Hanna’s machine, and 
if any of that balance gets away without 
proper vouchers it will have to be taken

SHORE DRIVE NOT TO BE SUPPLANTED 


Proposed Boulevard West of the Illi-

The South Shore boulevard, an ordinance

Berlin, Nov. 17.—The Chancellor, Prince 
Hohenlohe, replying to the interpellation of 
Herr August Munckel, People’s party, on the 
Brusewitz incident of Oct. 13 last, when a 
Lieutenant ran a sword through a workman 
hamed Siebemann, who had accidentally 
pushed against the officer’s chair while en- 
tering a café, stated that the Military De- 
partment was preparing new regulations 
with the object of limiting dueiing as much 


as possible. ‘The chief change in the regula- 


tions, as proposed, was that if an officer in- 
sulted another the matter should be left to 
the decision of a court of honor, but, the. 
judgment of the court should never be 
worded in such a way as to make a duela 
necessity, or even to imply the recognition 
of such means of settling a dispute. 

Gen. von Gossler, the: Minister of War, 
then addressed the House, dealing directly 
with the Brusewitz affair. He alluded to 
Herr Munckle’s “ firebrand speech,’’ which 
caused a great uproar in the House. The 
General further said: 

“The honor attaching to wearing the 
King’s uniform and respect for the colors 
are military sentiments that we shall never 
abandon. The right of self-defense must 
never be taken from officers.”” [Loud pro- 
tests.] 

A lively debate followed the remarks of the 
Minister for War. Herr Bebel, the Socialist 
leader, said: ‘* Things will at last come to 
such a pass that a uniform of the Cuiras- 
seurs Guard will be suspended like Gessler’s 
hat and the people will be required to make 
obeisance to the Emperor’s horse. It is 
vain to endeavor by a word from an august 
mouth to bring the people to such a state of 
fear and trembling that they will bow the 
knee in silence. Success is so impossible for 
views so diametrically opposed to everything 
that he is the greatest fool who is constantly 
trying to make them prevail.”’

ASKS A TROLLEY PERMIT. 


CHICAGO CITY RAILWAY READY TO 
OCCUPY INDIANA AVENUE. 


Officials Say They Have Secured the 
Requisite Frontage Consents—Pre- 
sent the Petition to Commissioner 
Downey—Promise the Electric Cars 
Will Be Running Soon-—Improve- 
ment Association Keeps Up lis Fight 
—* Owl” Service Controversy. 


— 


Trolley cars probably will be whizzing 
along in Indiana avenue in a few days. 

The Chicago City railway company says 
it has the required frontage, and that all 
it lacks now is a permit to ‘build. A request 
for leave to equip the. line with electricity 
now rests-in the hands of Joseph Downey, 
Commissiomer of Public Works. He is 
verifying the frontage consents before taking 
action. 

The Indiana Avenue Improvement Asso- 
ciation is still full of fight. It asserts that 
the required majority frontage in each mile 
has not been secured, and that a bulk ma- 
jority of the entire line will not legally give 
the company a right to construct the pro- 
posed trolley system. 

Injunction proceedings and a long court 
fight seem inevitable. But the railway com- 
pany says it will have the electric line run- 
ning in a few days. 

Having secured the consent of the major- 
ity of the abutting property-owners, the 
Officials say, they are bound in no way to 
improve the street except in compliance 
with the terms of the ordinance, and they 
add that the complaining property-owners 
will now receive none of the many benefits 
formerly offered by the company in the hope 
of a friendly settlement of the long con- 
troversy. 


Use of the Street. 

“Instead of paving the street with block 
pavement and keeping it in repair from 
Thirty-ninth to Highteenth street, and keep- 
ing it clean and free from snow in the win- 
ter,”’ an official of the road said last night, 
*“‘we are now in a position to use it as we 


see fit. The electric cats may be running 
within a week, and they certainly will be 
within thirty days.” 

The attorneys representing the company 
filed with Commissioner Downey yesterday 
their petition containing property-owners’ 
signatures representing, they say, a major- 
ity of the frontage in the two miles of dis- 
puted street. 

Commissioner Downey had a force of 
clerks at work in the map department ex- 
amining and checking up the list of signa- 
tures. He said last night the work would 
be finished probably today, and if it was 
found that the company had secured the 
requisite number of pona fide consents the 
necessary permit for the construction work 
would be issued. 

The fight kept up for many months by the 
Indiana Avenue Improvement Association 
is still being waged. The officials of the as- 
sociation say they will not give up until it is 
proved beyond a doubt that the majority of 
the property-owners in each mile have given 
their consents to the invasion by the trolley. 


Will Canvass for Frauds. 


They believe that the list of signatures 
will net bear close inspection, and they in- 
tend to make a thorough canvass of the 
street in the hope of securing evidence of 
fraud. It is also stated that a number of the 
consents ¢ontain a provision for the center 
pole system, while others call for side poles. 
It is asserted by the officers of the associa- 
tion that the company will be required to 
make ‘the consents uniform in this respect 
before they can be accepted by the city 
authorities. ; 

Another hope of the opposing property- 
owners is based on the fact that an injunc- 
tion is still standing against the company, 
and that it cannot be dissolved without 
legal process. i 


A number of property-owners called on. 


Commissioner Downey yesterday and asked 
to be given an opportunity to examine the 
company’s frontage petiton. Mr. Downey 
said he had no right to comply with the re- 
quest, but assured the callers he would not 
issue a construction permit until he was cer- 
tain the company was entitled to it. 

“The company has not a majority.of the 
consents in. each mile, as provided by law,” 
said G. W. Haines. " The people do not 
want the trolley, and the company is trying 
to force it on them. The company has re- 
sorted to all kinds of bribery and despicable 
methods to secure the consent of property- 
owners. We have beaten it at every turn 
so far, and do not purpose to lie down at 
this late day.’’ 


Frontage on the Petition. 


It was learned from a reliable source last 
night that the company’s petitions show a 
majority of 3,341.5 feet over the frontage 
required by law in the two miles. The total 
number of feet on the street is 22,275, while 
the company claims to have the consent for 
14,479 feet. 

Between Eighteenth and Twenty-second 
streets there are 8,202 feet, and the company 
claims 1,916 feet of this in its petition. RBe- 
tween’ Twenty-second and Thirty-first 
streets there are 9,455 feet, of which the 
company says it has signed 5,543 feet. From 
Thirty-first to Thirty-ninth streets the total 
frontage is 9,618 feet, and the company 
claims it has 7,020 feet signed. 

Enoch Howard, a property-owner, said: 

‘“*}] know the company has not a majority 
of consents between Twenty-second and 
Thirty-first streets, Walter H. Wilson, who 
owns 100 feet at Twenty-third street and 
another 100 feet at Twenty-fourth street, has 
signed against it, but the company has his 
name on the petitions. How it got there 
nobody knows. Mr.: Wilson is opposed to the 
trolley and has worked openly against it. 
This is a sample case of how the company 
has done its work. Many similar cases have 
been called to my attention.”’ 

According to attorneys for the company, 
several of the property-owners who had 
been foremost in the fight against the trol- 


_jey, including a trustee of the Improvement 


Association, signified their willingness yes- 
terday to accept the terms previously offered 
in return for their signed consent to the 
building of the trolley line. 


Said for the Company. 


As late as last Saturday, the property- 
owners say, they had a majority of 3,800 
feet over the company. The company 
officials say that since then they have over- 
come the lead and are now in control of the 
situation and the street. They assert that 
signatures representing almost 4,000 feet 
were secured yesterday and the day before. 

Attorney J. G. Woodruff, representing the 
street car company, said last night: 

‘* Now that the fight is over it is only fair 
that the company’s side of the story be told. 
We have been accused of all sorts of trickery 
and fraud, while, as a matter of fact, the 
company has endeavored to treat the prop- 
erty-owners fairly in the matter. We be- 
lieve the majority of the property-owners 
have been in favor of the trolley line from 
the start under the: conditions and conces- 
sions offered. All the opposition came from 
the Improvement Association, which did not 
fairly represent the will of the majority. 

‘* We addressed letters to the association 
offering to pave the street and remove snow 
from the tracks. -These offers were never 
made public or the majority of the people 
would have consented to the trolley line long 
ago. One letter containing these offers was 
written by Secretary Green on Aug. 5, and 
again, on Oct. 27, Mr. Grinnell wrote to At- 
torney Bliss, counsel for the Improvement 
Association, offering to pave the street with 
new cedar blocks from Thirty-ninth to 
Eighteenth street, and keep it in repair until 
1903, if the association would agree to silence 
opposition to the overhead trolley system, 
These offers were ignored. 

‘* We then approached individual property- 
owners and had no dificulty in getting the 
consent of the majority.” 


Council and “ Owl’ Cars. 


The matter between the city and the West 
Chicago Street railway company over the 
latter’s action in cutting off the “‘ owl” car 
service in West Madison street may lead toa 
long lega! fight. The passage of the order 
by the Council on Monday night directing 
the company to resume the night car serv- 
ice, it is thought, will be ignored, in order to 
force a test case. ,; 

It was stated on authority last night that 
in the event of the street car people refusing 
to obey the order the city authorities will 
inflict a penalty on the company and carry 
the case to the Supreme Court if necessary. 

Second Vice-President Yuille of the West 
@hicago Street railway company said the 
cars were taken off as a measure of economy 
and that the Lake Street Elevated road fur- 
nishes ample accommodations for West 
Side people who are out late at night. Mr. 
Yerkes refused to discuss the subject. 

“If my department had the power to en- 
force the order of the Council,”’ tbe hand Maca 
er Downey said last night, “I would take 
pleasure in compelling the company to re- 
store the night car service. It is an outrage 
and if there is any way to pay off the street 
car people in their own coin it should be 
done. Such disregard for magps comfort and 
convenience should not permitted. If

| there is no way to regulate such matters 


new laws should be passed without delay.’ 

Some of the city officials do not believe the 
order ean be enforced without a long legal 
fight. Mayor Swift said: 

“It is simply a question of whether the 
company’s ordinance requtres it to run night 
ears. If it does we can compelittodoit. If 
it does not I do not see how thecity can take 
any action In the matter. I will get an 
opinion from the Corporation Counsel on the 
subject within a few days.”’ | 

‘‘T would not want to give an opinion on 
the questions involved without careful con- 
sideration,” said Corporation Counsel Beale. 
‘The company, under the provisions of its 
franchise, is undoubtedly réquired to furnish 
the public with reasonable transportation 
facilities. Whether running night cars every 
twenty minutes is reasonable accommoda- 
tion is another matter, and, moreover, it is 
questionable whether the Council has a’ 
right to decide what constitutes reasonable 
accommodations. ; 

**T am inclined to the opinion that the posi- 
tion taken by Ald. Judah, that the Council 
has not the "power to compel the company to 
run night cars, as provided in the order, is 


correct. It is possible that a mandamus 
against the company, brought by the 
‘State’s-Attorney, representing the 


public, 
might lie.’’ 

Another prominent attorney said: 

‘*T believe the city would win a fight with 
the street car people on the ground that the 
city’s police power gives it the right to reg- 
ulate street car service where it pertains to 
public comfort and convenience, If the city 
has the power to compel the company _to 
heat its cars it certainly has the power to 
compel # to render reasonable service in re- 
turn for its franchise or special charter. A 
test case would be worth all it might<ost.”’ 


WESTERN STORM DOES GREAT DAMAGE 


Spokane, Seattle, and Other Points in 
Washington Cut Of from Rail- 
way Communication. 


Spokane, Wash., Nov. 17.—Spukane has 
been practically cut off from railway com- 
munication with the outside world for twen- 
ty-four hours. No Northern Pacific trains 
ran either east or west yesterday. The trou- 
ble on the Rocky Mountain division pre- 
vented the west-bound overland from arriv- 
ing, and the carrying away of a span of the 
Natchez River bridge near Yakima prevent- 
ed any train arriving from the West. 

The Great Northern is tied up in a similar 
manner, and has run no trains since yester- 
day, except one as far west as Leavenworth. 
Traffic to the Coeur d’Alene country is sus- 
pended by reason of the high water. 

Seatthe, Wash., Nov. 17.—Not a raflroad 
train reached Seattlé yesterday, but the rail- 
way managers claim that they will be able 
to get trains out today. West-bound trains 
on the Canadian Pacific were reported last 
night as getting through. Supt. Fiton of the 
Great Northern wired here that between 
two or three miles of track were under 
water near Sultan, No estimate of damage 
can be made until thie water subsides. 

Reports from all points on the Northern 
Pacitic show that the rains have ceased and 
snow is taking its place. There were four 
inches of snow at Black Diamond. The cen- 
ditions are regarded as favorable, and rail- 
road men are hopeful. ®@ 

A special dispatch from Mount Vernor 
Says the present flood in the Skagit Valley 
is the worst in its history. The whole valley 
is under water, and great damage will ensue 
to the farmers through loss of hay, stock, 
and fences. The country between Mount 
Vernon and Laconner is submerged, while to 
the south there is one vast lake. At Mount 
Vernon the water is fifteen inches higher 
than ever known, and the town Ras been 
saved only by great exertions of the citizens. 
The dykes were manned all of last night, 
and it was not until this morning that the 
flood began to recede. 

A dispatch from -Kelso says the Cowlitz 
River is higher than ever and still rising. 
All log booms have broken loose, and mill- 
ions of feet of logs and thousands of cords 
of shingle bolts have gone. The valleys of 
the White and Black Rivers are covered with 
water and the loss to farmers will be large. 

The Canadian Pacific is the only one moy- 
ing out of Seattle thus far, but it is claimed 
that the Great Northern railroad will push 
its coast line train out tomorrow morning 
and railroad men say the Northern Pacific 
overland will probably be in tomorrow 
night, but this is hardly thought possible. 
The rivers are still much swollen. The 
steamer City of Champaign came down Ska- 
git River last night from Mount Vernon and 
arrived today. The Captain reports that 
during the night the steamer was forced 
by the current over the dike and went float- 
ing over a delta rancher’s farm. Thesteam- 
er was; gotten back amid drift into the 
stream again and reached the Sound with- 
out mishap. The storm has reached its 
limits and the waters are at a standstill. 
Te night the streams will all be subsid- 

ng. 

Tacoma, Wash., Nov. 17.—The city is still 
isolated from the world as far as railroad 
traffic is concerned. Wp to noon today not 
a train had left or arrived. An attempt to 
get passengers through to Portland was 
abandoned last night when the train which 
left Tacoma yesterday returned. The wash- 
out at Winlock prevented even a transfer 
and other washouts farther down the line 
do not permit trains from Portland to reach 
that point. No Eastern mali has arrived 
for three days, only letters coming from 
local points by boat.

The most interesting feature of the hos- 
pital is the operating room. The walis and 
apparatus are constructed entirely of mar- 
ble, iron, and enamel, no wood whatever be- 
ing used, Every possible means is employed 
to prevent germ infection. An adjacent 
bath-room is provided for the attending phy- 
sicians. To prevent contact of the hands 
with the faucets for running water foot 
pedals are used for turning on the supply. 

The hospital contains accommodations for 
fifty patients. No contagious cases are 
allowed, but an isolation ward is provided 
for such cases as may develop within the 
hospital or may be admitted to the hospital 
despite precautions. 

The obstetrical ward has been especially 
fitted up by Mrs. P. D. Armour, and the 
children’s ward by Mrs. Georgia Webster. 
Mr. H. H. Kohlsaat, G. H. Pullman, and 
Otto Young are the other chief donors to the 
hospital. 

The hospital employs sixteen physicians 
and twelve trained nurses. The wards now 
have seven patients. At the free dispensary 
over seventy patients were treated yes- 
terday.

PRESIDENTS OF METHODIST COL- 
LEGES GATHER AT EVANSTON. 


The Rev. Dr. Samuel Plants Elaborates 
a Scheme for Reorganizing Present 
Methods of Higher Education—Unit- 


versity to Be a Center of Other In- | 


stitutions — Chancellor McDowell 
Talks of Teaching Religion—Choose 
Officials for Ensuing Year. 


The score or more of Presidents of Meth- 
odist colleges who gathered at Evanston 
yesterday morning for a two days’ confer- 
ence gave a good portion of the morning 
session to discussing a complete reorgani- 
zation of the system of higher education as 
now fostered by the Methodist Episcopal 
denomination. At the afternoon session of- 
ficers for a year were elected, and at these 
and the night session interesting papers 
were read. 

The plan of educational reorganization 
was proposed early in the morning session 
by the Rev. Dr. Samuel Plantz, Ph.D., D. D., 
President of Lawrence University, Wiscon- 
sin, in a paper on “‘ The Grouping of the 
Educational System of Methodism About a 
Few Larger Universities as Centers.” He 
declared that there was a lack of cotperation 
and fellowship among the institutions as 
they now exist. Further, there was an in- 
creased expense which results from having 
the various institutions of Methodism work- 
ing on without any adequate understanding 
as to which were to do college and which 
university work. Under the present system, 
said he, the young people graduating from 
Methodist institutions largely drifted for 
post-graduate work’to other than Methodist 
universities, thus tending to discourage the 
development of large universities under 
Methodist auspices. 


Dr. Plantz’s Reorganization Pian. 

The speaker suggested a scheme whereby 
this state of affairs might be changed. He 
proposed that five or six institutions, of 
proper location, be selected as universities 
to do strictly post-graduate work, the col- 
leges within a preScribed territory about each 
of these to become affiliated as colleges of 
the university. He suggested that a govern- 
ing board would have supervision over each 
university and its affiliated colleges, this 
board to be made up of representatives from 
each institution, and to have the direction 
of the literary work in all the institutions 
thus federated. President Plantz gave a 
sketch of the systems in vogue in France, 
Germany, and England, and showed the 
tendencies at present in the various State in- 
stitutions in America working towards unity 
and harmony. 

In conclusion, he outlined a dozen or more 
ways in which great benefits might accrue 
from such a system of affiliated colleges as 
proposed. 

Owing to the shortness of the time left for 
the session elaborate discussion of the paper 
was left for a later meeting, only two of 
those present, Dr. C. H. Payne of New York 
and President Warren of Boston University, 
expressing their views before adjournment, 
but the paper developed the liveliest interest 
among the educators.

Resolutions were adopted commendatory 
of the action of the last General Conference 
of the Methodist church in making the work 
of students in Methodist theological sc ls 
equivalent to certain requirements usuanry 
exacted by the annual conferences of those 
desiring ordination. 

A paper on “*‘ Teaching Religion in College ”’ 
was read by Chancellor William F. McDowell 
of the University of Denver, who said: 

‘“‘In the interest of teaching religion in 
college, I put first the scholarly tone and at- 
mosphere of the college. The Christian col- 
lege cannot pass the ignorant man just be- 
cause he is good. The diploma of the Chris- 
tian college stands, first of all, for true and 
honest scholarship. 

‘‘In the second place, the teaching of re- 
ligion in college Hes in sound ethics. That 
eliminates Jesuitism in every form. The 
President who pretends to information which 
he does not possess, for the sake of getting 
information which he wants, is in poor po- 
sition to lead a prayer-meeting of students. 

‘Finally, I believe religious teaching in 
college centers in a person, and is done by 
persons.”’ 

This reading of the paper was followed 
by extensive discussion. 


At the Evening Session. 


In the evening at 8 p. m. a paper was read 
by the Rev. Dr. C. H. Payne of New York 
City, Secretary of the Board of Education 
of the Methodist Church. His subject was 
‘College Morals and College Discipline.”’ 
The speaker handled the subject without 
gloves, and his views developed no little 
discussion after he had finished. 

The Presidents’ meeting will close tonight 
when at 8 p. m. an educational mass-meet- 
ing will be held in the First Methogist 
Church, and to which the public will be in- 
vited. At that time a number of the Presi- 
dents will discuss the topic: ‘‘ What Should 
Be the Educational Policy of the Methodist 
Church?’

in the triple alliance. From this point of 
view the treaty of peace is a distinct gain to 
her, and it is this which accounts for the 
congratulations of. the Emperor of Ger- 
many. 
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TANNER AND ALTGELD IN CHICAGO. 
The -votes cast in this city and Cicero 
have been’ canvassed at last. Taken to- 
gether, as they should be, for Cicero is a 
part of Chicago in all except name, and will 
be annexed formally as soon as the Cicero 
remnant gets weary of costly independence, 
McKinley had a plurality of 58,904 and 
Tanner of $1,630. McKinley had 15,207 
more votes than Tanner, and Altgeld had 
12,157 more than Bryan. 
~ But the Republican Presidential c4ndi- 
date received a. few Prohibition and gold 
Démocrat votes which were cast for the 
State tickets of those organizations and 
did not go to either Tanner or Altgeld. So 
to find out the personal strength of the lat- 
ter in this city, the votes cast for him and 
his opponent should be compared with 
those cast for the Republican and Popo- 
cratic candidates for Lieutenant-Governor. 
Both these gentlemen were popular. 
Neither had any enemies. Bach polled the 
full party vote. 

Northcott, the Republican candidate for 
the second office on the State ticket, had a 
plurality of 53,998, or only 5,000 less than 
McKinley. There were cast for him 11,967 
more votes than for Tanner. His com- 
petitor, Crawford, received 10,401 less 
yotes than Altgeld did. 

Why should a little less than 6 per cent of: 
the men who yoted for McKinley and 
Northeott have left Tanner for Altgeld? 
The explanation is not difficult. It was due 
to causes local to this county, for in the rest 
of the State McKinley’s plurality exceeds 
Tanner's by only 3,600. 

In the first place, there is a heavy German- 
American vote in Chicago. Some of those 
voters were governed by that sentiment 
which makes a maa mark his ballot for a 
candidate of his own nationality even 
though he admits that candidate has faults. 
Some Germans who abhorred Altgeld’s 
financial theories gave him their votes be- 
cause he was running for ap office where he 
could not put his theories. in force. The 
Fourteenth Ward has the largest number 
of naturalized German voters. In that 
ward Altgeld had the largest percentage of 
gain over Bryan. 

For four years Altgeld had been endeav- 
oring to win over to his side by gifts of 
offices and in other ways persons who had 
influence in the trades unions, so he could 
get the labor vote. These jeaders whom 
Altgeld had secured worked for him assidu- 
ously. They described their employer as 
the special champion and friend of the 


workingman. a4 


While Tanner got thousands of working- 
men’s votes which Fifer did not get, the 
efforts of the labor demagogues were not 
altogether fruitless. Some of the working- 
men who vote: for McKinley and Northcott 
were misled and voted for Altgeld. : 

The latter had the support of the Social- 
ists and Anarchists. He had also the votes 
which he had gained by the methodical use 
of publie patronage in his own behalf for 
the last four years. He had the advantage 
of being better known to Chicagoans than 
Tanner was. Altgeld had lived here for 
years. He had practiced law here and had 
had a seat on the bench. Every Chicagoan 
knew who he was, while Tanner, who had 
spent most of his life in a southern county, 
‘and had been nominated from it, was com- 
paratively a stranger here. : 

Altgeld was admitted even by his op- 
ponents to be a man of ability. 

‘claimed that Tanner was not. Savage at- 
tacks were made on him, in which some Re- 
publican papers joined. It was asserted 


that he was illiterate, he had no sheepskin, 


and was unfamiliar with the “ ologies.”’ 

It was charged against him that he had 
gone into the army a private soldier and had 
come out of it without shoulder-straps. It 


‘was asserted that he had shown no ability 


while holding the legislative and other posi- 
tions he had filled, and that he would make 
a poor Governor. : . 

These charges certainly had no weight 
outside Cook County, and it is not likely 
they had any in Chicago. Neither did the 
charges brought against Altgeld in connec- 
tion with the State Treasury seem to do him 
much harm, in spite of his peculiar way of 
meeting them. That he had borrowed State 
funds seemed a venial!l offense, as long as he 
certainly had returned thein, and it must be 
admitted that little attention is paid gen- 
erally to election campaign charges unless 
the offense is great and the evidence con- 
clusive and overwhelming. 

So while Tanner did not get as large a 
plurality here as McKinley, he ought not to 
take it to heart. The discrepancy was not 
due to his weakness, but to Altgeld’s special 
strength. But that strength fell far short 
of what Altgeld thought it would be. He 
expected to carry the city and to get a much 
heavier workingmen’s and German-Ameri- 
can vote. His disappointment is frightful. 


———— 
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EMPLOYMENT IN 1890. 

It appears from a report, a gummary of 
which was printed in yesterday’s TriBuNE, 
that in 1890 there were in this country 22% 
million persons over 10 years of age who 
were engaged in gainful occupations. Thus 
at that time nearly every third person in the 
country was working at something. ‘ 

Three and a half million persons out of 
the 22%, were unemployed at their principal 
occupations during some part of the census 
year. All the others, therefore, or 85 per 
cent, had steady work. That was not so 
bad considering the fact that in 1890 dema- 
gogues in and out of Congress were swear- 
ing that a third of the toilers of the country 
could find no work. : 

Of the three and a half millions who were 
idle during some part of the census year 
‘1,800,000 were unemployed from one tothree 
months and 1,368,000 from four to six 
months. Doubtless a large number of these 


‘followed occupations which give work for 


only a part of the year. The sailors on the 
lakes and most of the men engaged in the 
building trades have to drop their regular 
business when winter comes. During the 
heat of summer all the glass works close. 
Only 336,000 persons were unemployed 
from seven to twelve months. Why they 
were out of work so long the brief summary 
does not state.

In spite of winter, sickness, and all other 
causes which interfered with employment, 
the total loss of time by the 22% million 
persons was equivalent to what it would 
have been if 1,139,000 had had nothing to 
do during the entire year. But they would 
be only 5 per cent of the total. 
census been taken in any year since 1892 
the result would have been very different, 
and much less satisfactory. : 

There were in this country in 1890 men 
who had done no work that year or the year 
before, and who have done no work since, 
But they do not belong to the “ great 
army ” of men so often spoken of by the 
demagogues, “who want work, but can- 
not find it.” There is a “ great army” of 
men who will not work even when they get 
a chance. There are other men whose 
drinking habits have made them so unfit for 
work no one will have them. 

The men of that stamp were not included 
in the 22% millions of persons engaged in 
gainful pursuits in 1890. During that year, 
before the free silver agitators had made 
much mischief, there was work for every- 
body who wanted it and was fit to do it. 
That happy state of affairs will return un- 
der a Republican administration. 


SPAIN’S SILLY WAR BLUSTER. 

Sefior Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish Min- 
ister at Washington, is reported as having 
made the announcement that_he foresees 
war between Spain and the United States, 
and he is obliging enough to add to his fore- 
sight the ominous remark, from the De 
Lome point of view, that “ it will be a ter- 
rible war. One can foresee its beginning 
but not its end.” 

The Sefior who represents the Dons at 
Washington may possess his soul in pa- 
tience and may regard what he foresees 
with the utmost complacency, since the 
war, should it come, would be neither long 
nor terrible. It would be only the ghost of 
a war. The beginning and the end would 
not be far apart. Evidently the fears of 
the Spanish Minister arise from the sus- 
picion that there will not be the same 
truckling to Spain by the McKinley admin- 
istration which has characterized the pres- 
ent administration. But Sefior de Lome 
need not feel alarmed on this account. The 
war will be over and gone like a summer 
shower. The American navy is enormous- 
ly superior to the Spanish in a standup 
fight. It will make quick work of the Span- 
ish fleet. As to land service it will only be 
necessary to double our regular army. 
There will be no need to call upon the mil- 
itia or for volunteers, hence there will be no 
temptation for a pensidn picnic to Cuba. 
Our regulars, taking with them plenty of 
arms and ammunition for the- Cubans, 
would codperate with the masses of them 
and close up the war by capturing the Span- 
ish army and Ménding it home. Mean- 
while. such a<niel’ vecenie as might have 
the temerity to venture out in the open 
would be speedily disposed of, and Spain 
would be invited to notify this government 
whether she wanted those in the harbor of 
Havana sunk or saved. 

Notwithstanding Sefior de Lome’s silly 
bluster and the absolute certainty that the 
war would come to a close speedily and 
without any of the terrible resuits which 
exist only in his excited imagination, the 
conduct of the Cleveland administration 
has been none the less perfidious towards 
the struggling Cubans. It deserves the 
severest censure at the hands of Congress 
as soon as it meets next month. Out of re- 
gard for the New York and Boston owners 
of sugar plantations, who expect to get 
big indemnities, and in defiance of inter- 
national law and American popular feeling; 
Mr. Cleveland has persistently refused to 
recognize the fact of belligerency in Cuba, 
Within two months of the outbreak of the 
war of secession and rebellion in 1861 En- 
gland, France, and then Spain, found out 
that there was fighting in the United 
States, but here is a war that has lasted 
fifteen months. Cuba has been drenched 
with blood. A great Spanish army of 200,- 
000 men has been sent there. One Spanish 
General who failed to conquer the Cubans 
has been replaced by another, but the lat- 
ter is no nearer to the end of the war than 
was the former when he quit his impossible 
task. Thousands upon thousands of men 
have been killed. Spain has lost province 
after province, until now she holds posses- 
sion of only one or two, and those precari- 
ously. And yet Mr. Cleveland and Secre- 
tary Olney have not discovered that fight- 
ing is going on and that there is a condition 
of belligerency on the island. 

Without paying any regard to the Span- 
ish Minister’s silly bluster, the American 
people are aching for the inauguration of 
the McKinley administration so that it may 
put an end to this miserable business if it 
They 
are looking to the Republican party to stop 
it. However much of an American Mr. 
Cleveland may have been in some direc- 
tions he has been thoroughly un-American 
in this Cuban business. He has been help- 
ing destroy Cuba. He has been play- 
ing into the hdnds of Spain. He has con- 
temptuously ignored the request of Con- 
gress and the will-of the American people. 
The next time it speaks Congress should 
speak imperatively. : 
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INITIAL PHASE OF CHINA’S DEVELOP- 
MENT. 

The Carnegie Steel. company will make 
the first shipment to China this week of an 
order for 10,000 tons of railroad rails, which 
has been received since the return home of 
Li Hung Chang. This transaction is par- 
ticularly significant at this time, owing to 
the undoubted impetus given to an enlight- 
ened scheme of development in China by the 
recent war with Japan. ° 

There has been no secret made of the fact 
that the tour of Li Hung Cha ng was unter 
taken largely for the purpose of studying 
the progress made by the civilization of 
Western countries, especially in the con- 
struction and use of railroads. The pro- 
gressive element of the Chinese Has been 
made to uppreciate that adequate trans- 
portation facilities must be the forerunner 
of any scheme of self defense or any com- 
mercial or industrial growth. The experi- 
ence of the Japanese war opened a gap in 
the barrier of official conservatism through 
which it has been possible for advanced 
ideas to make some headway and gain a 
substantial foothold. 

This order for railroad rails is really the 
first actual evidence of practical activity in 


the new project of railroad construction in 


China, and the first actual indication of the 
participation of United States industries in 
the work of furnishing supplies. There 
have been an abundance of extravagant 
rumors, many of which may be verified sub- 
sequently, but the demonstrable facts have 
hitherto been few. It is probable these rails 
are intended for the rajlroad that is designed 
to connect ultimately the seaport towns of 
the empire. This road is the most import- 
ant of all and must be completed before 
roads running into the interior can be ef- 
fective. It is really the basis of the entire 
railroad project of the country. It will take

will serve as a means of transportation of 
troops and military supplies in case of war 
and will bring all the contiguous country in 
commercial touch with the more populous 
centers.

The future of this vast 
land of innumerable millions baffles the most 
Sanguine prophet, and the world can only 
stand in wonder and await the magic trans- 
formation that fate has decreed shall at last 
take place.

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LESSON OF KERN’S DEFEAT.

MAKES A GOOD BACKING FOR ARMOR. 


New American Product, Corn-Pith, 
Cellulose, Raises Our Cruisers Above 
Their Class as Battleships. 


Do you observe? ‘ Flattened 


New York, Nov. 15.—The Society of Naval 
Architects and Marine Engineers began its 
fourth general meeting yesterday. There 
was a good representation of the member- 
ship of more than 500 present, and applica- 
tions from forty persons who desire to be- 
come members were received. 

Henry .W. Cramp’s paper on American 

corn-pith cellulose, aside from the technical 
information, with which the architects and 
engineers were chiefly concerned, had the 
popular interest that attaches to any addi- 
tional method for the protection of human 
life at sea. He explained the origin and 
the manufacture of the new product, as well 
as the invention of its application to war- 
ships, and recited the rapid advancement 
made by Americans in the last year over the 
French discoverers of the’material and its 
uses, and showed how the American product 
is bound to supersede the foreign. 
‘* American corn-pith cellulose is an entire- 
ly new product,” he said, ‘‘ manufactured 
from the pith of the cornstalk, or Indian 
maize, into a granular form, and packed 
under pressure into the cofferdams of a ves- 
sel, where it acts as a perfect water excluder 
and is non-combustible.’’ When a shot 
pierces the vessel’s side at or near the water- 
line where the cellulose belt is laid the cellu- 
lose expands as it is wet by the inflowing 
water and completely chokes the hole. Our 
Navy Department was quick to take up the 
device. 

‘‘Thus in the Columbia, the New York, 
and the Olympia,’”’ Mr. Cramp said, ‘* there 
are protective decks of ample strength to 
keep out the shells of any vessel they are 
likely to engage, while their stability is pro- 
tected by belts of cellulose several feet thick 
along. the edges of these decks. The En- 
glish armored cruiser Blake, for example, 
has no such protection to her stability, and 
would not have the same chances as the 
above-named vessels of our navy in a sus- 
tained engagement. For protection in the 
comprehensive sense, the cellulose belt of 
three feet may be said to be about as efficient 
as a six-inch belt of steel, so that we can pro- 
tect our stability, when we have a good pro- 
tective deck back of it to defend the vitals 
ef the ship, with 100 tons of cellulose to an 
extent equivalent to that derived from, say, 
1,000 tons of armor.” 

Philadelphia manufactured the first cellu- 
lose used in the American navy, making it 
out of the husks of cocoanut, and furnished 
an article superior to the French, but during 
the last vear the department directed its at- 
tention to the corn-pith product, which has 
been found to possess superior qualities. 
The department tested the two products by 
building and firing into two steel coffer- 
dams filled respectively, one with 832% 
pounds of cocoa cellulose, corresponding to 
a density of 7.7 potnds to the cubic foot, and 
one with 702 pounds of corn-pith cellulose, 
corresponding to a density of 6.5 pounds to 
the cubic foot. The first drop of water ap- 
peared at the far end of the shot hole 
through the cocoa dam in ten minutes, and 
pretty soon the water flowed through at the 
rate of half a gallona minute. Through the 
hole in the other dam no water had come at 
the end of half an hour, nor was the cellulose 
at the mouth of the hole in the rear damp. 
The tests led to the provision in the contracts 
for the Kentucky and the Kearsarge, and 
Nos. 7, & and 9, that their cofferdams be 
packed with corn-pith cellulose. It is about 
$100 a ton cheaper than the cocoa cellulose 
and that fact, with the difference in density, 
makes it cost about two-thirds the amount . 
per cubic foot packed. 

Mr. Cramp said: ‘‘Our cruisers of the 
Baltimore type, if they are provided with a 
cellulose belt, would be warranted in en- 
gaging many of the second-class ironclads 
of other powers; without it they are liable to 
-be sunk by a well-directed machine-gun fire. 
This product of American farms affords a 
cheap and ready means of vastly increased 
efficiency of our cruisers, and the tInarmored 
sides of all our vessels should Nave these 
belts without delay. This discovery and ap- 
plication of cellulose 1% of as vital importance 
to our navy as the development of the Har- 
veyized armor and smokeless powder. This 
follows from the fact that, without adding 
very much to the cost of our vessels, we can 
greatly increase the efficiency of them all by 
making their sides automatically resist the 
inflow of water; and as our cruisers carry 
heavier batteries than similar vessels of 
other nations, they would, when so protect- 
ed, be able to give battle to ships far heavier 
than themselves.’

There are seventeen mills at the famous 
Homestead plant, and each manufactures 
products distinct from any of the others. 
Fourteen of these mills have orders to run 
night and day henceforth, and the three re- 
maining mills, which include the 1383-inch, 
119, and 112 inch beam mills, will this week 
operate single turn and next week go on 
full with the others. The armor-plate roll- 
ing mills and armor machine shops are in- 
cluded in the mills that are running to their 
capacity. 

The Homestead plant, because of the great 
variety of its finished product, has fared 
better than any of the other Carnegie plants 
in this section during the last season of 
business stagnation. The converting mill, 
girder mill, armor press shops, and the two 
structural mills have been operating to 
about half their capacity. The other depart- 
ments would run for two or three days at a 
time and then suspend for several! weeks. 

The indications are that the Homestead 
mills will run all winter, barring any dis- 
turbance of the annual wage scale, which 
is altogether improbable this year: 

The Edgar Thompson steel works em- 
ployés, who started to work tonight after a 
summer’s practical idleness, have visions of 
steady work all through the coming winter. 
Orders began to arrive slowly for steel rai!s 
the week after election and heavy orders 
have been placed for shipment next spring. 
The old steel rail plant, which manufactures 
train rails and others of shorter and lighter 
grades, resumed with 500 men. The plant 
manufactures ‘regulation railroad rails and 
employs 1,200 hands. 

Six of*the Carnegie company’s nine blast 
furnaces here are in blast, and the remain- 
ing three are ready to go on at any time. 
With pigiron down to bedrock prices all 
summer, these furnaces have been off since 
April and May. 

The Duquesne steel works of the Carnegie 
company at Duquesne, which also started 
tonight, employs 1,500 skilled hands, and 
400 at thetwonew blast furnaces, which have 
just been blown in, and are said to be second 
in production capacity only to F and Gof 
the Braddock furnace plant, the héaviest 
producers in America. The Duquesne mills 
make steel slabs and steel billets, the billet 
mill being the largest and best equipped in 
the world. 

A prominent official at these works told 
the World correspondent this evening that 
the company’s books are full of orders, and 
double time throughout the winter will be 
the order. 

The wage scales in force at all the Carne- 
gie works mentioned above terminate on 


- Dec. 31 next, and the 12,000 employés all 


expect a satisfactory settlement 
scales to be operative next year. 

The New York and Cleveland Gas Coa: 
company will have all its mines at Turtle 
Creek, Sandy Creek, and Plum Creek send- 
ing out coal tomorrow. Two pits at Turtle 
Creek and three at Sandy Creek are the last 
to start. 

While the coal miners are not dependent 
upon the general industrial conditions for 
operation, the resumption of this company’s 
mines, with 1,100 men, is due to the settle- 
ment of the wage scale, resultant from the 
election. The company has held out against 
all the other operators in the district since 
last spring. 

The Braddock wire works of the Consoli- 
dated Steel and Wire company will have 950 
men working by tomorrow. The nail and 
wire mills started last Wednesday night. 
The rod mills will resume at 6 tomorrow 
morning. The galvanizing department was 
opened tonight, and an additional force’ of 
men was put at the pits. It is the first time 
the galvanizing mill has operated on Sunday 
night since the plant was erected, eleven 
years ago. It will work double turn, and 
every Sunday night hereafter, to allow the 
éompany to keep abreast of its orders for 
galvanized wire. : 

The other mills afid factories in this vicin- 
ity which are still idle will all resume within 
the coming fortnight.

His 
face was turning black and he was weak and 
unsteady on his feet. 

Guards rushed into the cell and took the 
rope from his neck and laid him on his bunk. 
He soon recovered and was angry over hav- 
ing again been thwarted in his suicidal in- 
tentions. 

Rollinger, who has been similarly rescued 
nine times, sympathized with Morach.

PROBLEMS OF THE RA 


JEWISH WOMEN DISCUSS MANY IN- 


TERESTING SUBJEOTS. 


Miss Julia Felsenthal of Chicago Re- 
ports for the Committee on Religion 
—Mrs. Sarah H. Lyons Takes Issue 
with Her and Precipitates a Lively 
Discussion—Resolution Passed Pro- 


testing Against the Desecration of | 


the Jewish Sabbath. 


New York, Noy. 17.—{Special.}-—-Today’s 
session of the Council of Jewish Women was 
a@ great success. Tuxedo Hall was jammed 
to the doors by women. There were just six 
men in the assemblage. They all looked like 
clergymen., The stage was gay with chrys- 
anthemums, roses, and violets, and every 
woman who spoke wore a flower in her 
dress, 


The morning was occupied with reports 


from various committees, the most impor- 
tant being the report of the National Com- 
mittee on Religion, which was presented by 
its Chairman, Miss Julia Felsenthal of Chi- 
cago, who said in part: 

‘This assemblage vividly recalls the con- 
gress of Jewish women convened three years 
ago. Whoever attended the meetings of 
that body felt the uplifting and inspiring in- 
fluence of the memorable week. Out of that 
auspicious beginning was evolved the Na- 
tional Council of Jewish Women.’ 

Much of the report was statistical. 

clusion she said: 
** We believe eepecially the central plan of 
our work must be to strengthen the pivotal 
point of our religious activity; to help to 
energize the waning interest in divine wor- 
ship; to aid in solving the problems with 
which the Sabbath-school must cope; in 
short, A use those privileges which are 
freely accorded us of being active partici- 
pants Ma Jewish communal life, not passive 
witnesses. It is conceded women wield a 
powerful influence in modern life; may be 
power be used intelligently. To accom- 
plish this we are endeavoring to change a 
dormant 1a a pathetic spirit into a desire 
for knowledge. The council counts in its 
half-hundred constituencies many women 
who have an earnest desire to know their 
book and religion and history.’’

**I beg your pardon,’’ replied Miss Lyons. 
“It is a majority report.” 

Thereupon Miss Lyons proceeded to utter 
her protest against that portion of Miss 
Felsenthal’s report which makes reference 
to, Claude Montifiore’s criticism of the Bible. 

** Dr. Morais of Philadelphia has declared 
that the Montifiore criticism is detrimental 
to Judaism,’’ declared Miss Lyons. 

Here Miss Bessie Myers of Albany asked 
Dr. Berkowitz of Philadelphia to give his 
opinion of the question at issue. 

He expressed himself as loath to discuss 
the matter and doubted the wisdom of the 
councils taking up the discussion of theo- 
logical themes. 

“I will say, however,” he added, “ that 
the Jewish Chautauqua Society did recom- 
mend the Montefiore critique with certain 
reservations. This is all I care to say on 
the subject at this time.’’ 

The report of the National Committe on 
Religion as submitted by Miss Felsenthal 
was then adopted, Miss Lyons alone dis- 
senting. 

The Nationai Committee on Religious 
School Work, Miss Julia Richman of New 
York, Chairman, was the second to submit 
its report. 

Next on the program was the report of the 
National Committee on Philanthropy. The 
report was read by the Chairman, Mrs. 
Carrie S.. Benjamin of Denver, Colo.

The sale was 
in charge of Henry W. Bishop, Master in 
Chancery, appointed by Judge Jenkins of 
the United States Circuit Court. 

The property was knocked down for $8,000, - 
000 to the first and only bidder, William A. 
Butler Jr., representing himself and J. Ed- 


ward Simmons, Henry Budge,.R. C. Martin, | 
Simon Sterne, William Mertins, and A. 8. — 


Heidelback. These men are the Reorganiza- 
tion committee for the bondholders. 

The trustee under the foreclosure on which 
the sale was made is the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust company of New York, to which the 
railroad company had conveyed all its prop- 
erty to securg the payment of $30,000, 000 


worth of bonds issued in 1800, and in‘ the in- 
terest on which it had defaulted payment.
